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BARC Considered Possible Site Surprising Turnout Brings 
For Bio/Agro Defense Facility 


An area of the Henry Wallace 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC) is among sev- 
eral sites being considered for the 
proposed $450 million National 
Bio- and Agro-Defense Facility 
(NBAF). Originally 29 institu- 
tions submitted proposals to the 
Department of Homeland Security 
(DHS) working in conjunction 
with the Department of Agricul- 
ture (USDA). After an initial cut, 
14 locations, including BARC, 
are still under study. Three to 
five finalists are expected to be 
announced by June 30. 

More information will be re- 
quested from applicants and re- 
viewed before the list is narrowed 
down. An Environmental Impact 
Statement must be completed for 
each of the finalists. The process 
will also include public hearings. 
Public acceptance of a high-con- 
tainment facility 1s one of the 
criteria set forth by DHS. 

Background 

In an August 16, 2006, work- 
session, Dr. Phyllis Johnson, 
USDA area director, told the 
Greenbelt City Council that the 
proposal had been submitted 
to DHS by BARC as part of a

multi-state mid-Atlantic Consor- 
tium. She noted that the site 
within BARC is contiguous with 
highly-secured sites belonging 
to other government agencies. 
Such a facility, Johnson observed, 
would be a natural complement 
to the work BARC is already do- 
ing in animal diseases, which can 
be introduced into an environ- 
ment intentionally or via normal 
commerce. 

She noted that one site un- 
der discussion was at the far 
north end of the Beltsville prop- 
erty near woods and high-se- 
curity federal agency neighbors 
rather than near residences and 
schools. Other locations with 
similar characteristics will also 
be evaluated. 

NBAF Mission 

The DHS website says the 
NBAF mission will be designed 
to “enhance and protect the 
country’s agriculture and public 
health” through study of “high- 
consequence biological threats” 
involving, for example, animal 
diseases transmissible to humans. 

Another aspect of the NBAF 
mission will be to develop ad- 
vanced testing and evaluation 


procedures and vaccines to de- 
fend the country against biologi- 
cal threats such as livestock and 
food production diseases poten- 
tially affecting humans. 

At the 2006 worksession, 
Johnson said it is not known 
what level of bio-safety equip- 
ment the facility will require but 
she briefly described Bio Safety 
Levels-3 and -4. She said BARC 
already has Level-3 areas and 
that Level-4 labs, those requir- 
ing such special design features 
as negative air flow and special 
protective clothing for workers, 
are built within the Level-3 areas 
to achieve even higher control. 

Economic Impact 

The proposed facility would 
create an estimated 500 jobs, 
employing over 200 scientists and 
300 to 400 highly-trained support 
staff. The project could spin off 
products for the vaccine and bio- 
technology industries. 

County Executive Jack John- 
son has sent a letter of support 
for locating the project at BARC, 
said Dr. Johnson.

New Organization Supports 
BARC Research Mission 


“The newly-formed nonprofit 
consortium, the National Agri- 
cultural Research Alliance-Belts- 
ville, Inc. will work with the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC) to help win the 
$450 million National Bio- and 
Agro-Defense Facility (NBAF),” 
said John Peter Thompson, presi- 
dent of the Alliance. However, 
he emphasized, the Alliance’s 
first priority is to “support and 
advance the agricultural, human 
nutrition and scientific research 
mission of BARC.” 

Established by agricultural and 
technology leaders, the Alliance 
will “advocate for BARC before 
legislative, executive, administra- 
tive and judicial bodies and the 
public regarding [BARC’s] con- 
tributions to agricultural science, 
safe and healthful foods, environ- 
mental quality, national security 
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and in many other areas,” accord- 
ing to Thompson. 

“BARC is at a crossroads,” 
Thompson said. He was refer- 
ring to the current financial crisis 
at the Center, particularly the 
decline of research funding. In 
describing the problem, he noted, 
“from 1996 to 2006 appropriated 
funding for BARC increased only 
2.7 percent but in inflation-ad- 
justed dollars actually decreased 
24 percent. 

“In Fiscal Year 2006 BARC 
received approximately two mil- 
lion fewer dollars than in Fiscal 
Year 2005 .... In the past 10 
years, the Consumer Price Index 
has increased 26 percent... and 
utility rates increased more than 
40 percent despite a 20 percent 
reduction in total energy usage.” 
Many vacant positions have been 
abolished and the total number of

Ph.D. scientists has dropped 18 
percent in the past 10 years, from 
340 to 280,” he said. 

According to Thompson, in Fis- 
cal Year 2007 BARC cannot meet 
one-third of its Research Labora- 
tories’ salary budget and is seek- 
ing to downsize by 160 full-time 
employees, about 14 percent of 
its total workforce. Salaries and 
the cost of utilities have grown 
faster than any other increases in 
BARC’s appropriation. 

Without further action by Con- 
gress on the proposed 2008 fiscal 
year budget, Thompson sees more 
hemorrhaging of BARC funds. 
While not part of the Center, the 
National Agricultural Library, 
home of the National Agricultural 
Archives, has also sustained deep 
budget cuts. 

The consortium will also work 
for federal approval to lease some 
Center buildings to agriculture- 
related companies. Thompson 
noted, “The commercial interests 
will help drive money currently 
used to maintain buildings on 
the BARC site into research and 
development.” 

Alliance Officers 

Thompson, chairman of Behn- 
ke Nurseries Co., is president 
of the new Alliance; Secretary

of value that was built into all 
that experience. Of course there 
is also the need to look, without 
value judgment, at those parts of 
the business processes and ap- 
proaches, like the “friends and 
family” accounting practices that 
have failed to provide consistent 
reporting. Right now the prime 
objective is to keep the customers 
coming and buying food. 

I suspect that the recent cut 
backs in the menu and open 
discussion of austerity measures 
have turned more people away 
from the Café than drawn them 
back. I hope a new and less 
temporary list of offerings will 
show stability and reliability to 
our customer base and draw back 
those who now feel there is little 
left for them at the Cafe. 

The board and managers have 
received a number of applica- 
tions recently from people who 
would like to work at the Cafe. 
Decisions on hiring should not 
be taken lightly but the process 
cannot take as long as it did 
last time. Such delays and un- 
certainty can lead to the loss of 
good candidates. 

Volunteers will play a critical 
role during the next few months. 
Each hour of each job that can 
be filled by a volunteer will help 
us re-build the bank account and 
allow us to establish more attrac- 
tive pay rates for the key staff 
positions. Each hour of labor is 
valuable, an individual who can 
commit to several hours a week 
will be contributing the equivalent 
of hundreds of dollars in the next 
few months. It’s easy, painless 
and necessary! Bill Wilkerson 
has stepped forward to act as the 
interim Volunteer Coordinator. 
He can be contacted through his 
email at whw26@verizon.net. 

Last summer the gas price 
spike had a severe ripple effect 
on all restaurant businesses. The 
most damaging to our bottom line 
was the sudden increase in util- 
ity costs. Our cost of operations 
went up about 12 percent as our 
sales dropped 8 percent. 

Lastly, there are a number of 
ideas emerging on how to retire 
the debt and get a good financial 
foundation for the future. The 
one that is emerging as the most 
likely to succeed is the formation 
of a not-for-profit limited stock 
corporation that would run the 
food service operation as a busi- 
ness in exchange for keeping the 
Café fully open and available to 
function as the community living 
room we have all come to love 
and need. The art and music 
programs and the gathering place 
aspects of the co-op’s current mis- 
sion would be retained by the 
CO-op.

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Goddard to Get Green Science Building

Management from Goddard 
Space Flight Center made a brief 
presentation at a May 2 workses- 
sion of the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil. The principal managers pres- 
ent were Alan Binstock, Goddard 
master planner, and Dave Larson, 
Goddard project manager. They 
described a new major building 
that is taking shape on the eastern 
edge of the main campus. The 
building — Exploration Science 
Building — will be the new focal 
point of a “walking campus.” In 
addition, Soil Conservation Road 
is now closed north of Greenbelt 
Road. The road still allows ac- 
cess to the Goddard Visitors’ 
Center and the field where model 
rockets are launched. However, 
right beyond that area is a new 
South Gate to Goddard. 

LEED Building 

The new building will be a 
LEED building; that 1s, a high 
performance green building. 
LEED stands for Leadership in 
Energy and Environmental Design 
Green Building Rating System. 
According to reports LEED 1s the 
nationally-accepted benchmark 
for the design and operation of 
high performance green buildings. 
The Exploration Science Building 
will be the largest such building 
in NASA. 

Although building ratings go 
as high as gold and platinum, 
this building will be a silver 
LEED building. The managers 
described how low-flow water 
fixtures will be used but not 
waterless (as a platinum building 
would have). Although much 


energy will be needed in the 
building, they are trying to make 
it as energy efficient as possible. 
Much recycled material will be 
used in the building which is 
slated for completion in summer 
2009. Bike storage and showers 
for bikers are planned to encour- 
age biking both to the campus 
and around the campus. 

Campus Plans 

Goddard is planning to group 
most employees around a central 
mall area with some additional 
new buildings planned for the 
east edge of this central area. 
The current roadway plus the 
newly cut-off Soil Conservation 
Road will form a loop around 
many buildings. More walking 
will be encouraged and older 
buildings on the western fringes 
will be emptied and demolished. 
Those scientists will move to 
the new buildings. Shipping and 
loading docks would be moved 
out of the central area to ease 
traffic and to enhance security. 

Councilmembers had a num- 
ber of comments on the campus 
layout. Mayor Judith Davis and 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
had concerns about the amount 
of paved parking, the impervious 
parking surface and issues sur- 
rounding a capped landfill. When 
viewing the artist’s conception ev- 
eryone wanted to see many more 
trees. Councilmember Ed Putens 
volunteered the city horticulturist 
“who would be happy to help out 
and review plans.” 

The Goddard managers indi- 
cated that trees are expensive and 
that money is tight and that this 
is just a drawing. There are large 


old “specimen” trees that will be 
saved during construction. The 
conservation club at Goddard is 
looking into tree issues. Council- 
member Leta Mach described the 
“adopt-a-tree” program which is 
at work in Greenbelt. 

The Goddard representatives 
were asked if there would be 
an increase of employees if the 
Mission to Mars program gears 
up. They indicated “no,” that 
Goddard is a science campus and 
not specifically geared to a space 
program.

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Turner Describes Funding 


Issues of County Hospital

Environmental issues and the 
status of the Prince George’s 
Hospital system were the top- 
ics of greatest concern at the 
first Greenbelt Town Hall meet- 
ing, held on April 19 by Ingrid 
Turner, Prince George’s County 
Councilmember for District 
4, which includes Greenbelt. 
Approximately 25 citizens at- 
tended, including city Coun- 
cilmembers Konrad Herling, 
Leta Mach and Rodney Roberts 
acting as mayor pro tem in the 
absence of Mayor Judith Davis. 
Captain Thomas Kemp, patrol 
division commander of the 
Greenbelt Police Department 
also attended. 

In her opening remarks and 
in a later discussion sparked by 
a request from resident Angela 
Miotto for an explanation of the 
situation, Turner addressed the 
problems of the Prince George’s 
Hospital system. All parties 
— county executive, county 
council, Dimensions Healthcare 
System — are “working hard for 
a long-term solution, although 
there is a long way to go.” 
Funding has been found but 
only through Fiscal Year 2008, 
Turner reported. 

Turner identified the under- 
lying problem as insufficient 
funding to overcome the num- 
ber of uninsured patients at the 
five facilities within the Prince 
George’s Hospital system. 
There is a “funding mismatch,” 
She said, because paying and 
insured patients tend to go to 
other healthcare facilities and 
the Prince George’s facilities 
bear a disproportionate number 
of uninsured patients. Turner 
noted that across the region 
other healthcare facilities receive 
more public financial support. 
She wants the state and federal 
systems, including senators and 
members of Congress, to assist 
with Prince George’s County’s 
“peculiar problem.” 

Schools Budget 

Also in her opening remarks, 
Turner commented briefly on 
the county budget noting that 
increases were budgeted for 
schools (12.7 percent) and pub- 
lic safety (15 percent). She 
introduced Greenbelt resident 
and county Senior Legislative 
Auditor William Hunt who gave 
a brief update on the Fiscal Year 
2008 budget. 

Budget highlights include 
funding for school resource of- 
ficers. Hunt said that for those 
cities, including Greenbelt, that 
fund their own school resource 
officers, there will “probably” 
be financial assistance again 
this year. 

Greenbelt projects in the cap- 
ital budget include renovation of 
Greenbelt Middle School (GMS) 
and land acquisition for a new 
or expanded fire/EMS station. 


QOMES ING 


GREENBELT 


At GMS a majority of the ex- 
isting facility will be renovated, 
restoring the 1937, 1945 and 
1953 sections and adding a 
media center, science laborato- 
ries and classrooms. In 2008, 
$10.5 million is allocated for 
the GMS project and $100,000 
is reserved to acquire land for a 
new fire station. 

Heather Iliff, school board 
member for District 2, attended 
with Turner to represent the 
Prince George’s County Board 
of Education. She explained 
that while Governor Martin 
O’Malley had increased capital 
funding, it was “inadequate” for 
the $1 billion needed for Prince 
George’s County schools. Iliff 
said, “We need to keep fighting 
for more funding.” 

Roberts questioned her as 
to how the county can afford 
the renovation at Greenbelt 
Middle School while building 
a new high school estimated 
to cost $70 million in Fair- 
mont Heights. Iliff replied that 
funding for each project was 
designed to be phased in over 
several years. 

As the school at Fairmont 
Heights “can’t continue in the 
state it is in,” Iliff said, the 
board decided to relocate rather 
than renovate the facility. She 
added that work at GMS is 
scheduled to be completed be- 
fore ground is broken for the 
Fairmont Heights school. 

Citizen Concerns 

Though speakers were lim- 
ited to three minutes, citizens 
brought their concerns to Turn- 
er. Jeff Pedelty advocated for 
smart growth as did Robert 
Fireovid, noting a “moral di- 
mension to growth.” Joan Fal- 
cao expressed concern that, as 
a result of growth, taxes and 
assessments were rising. She 
asked Turner to closely monitor 
the budget. 

Leonie Penney, as chair of 
Friends of the Resource Ad- 
vocate, told Turner of the in- 
creased caseload of Greenbelt’s 
Assistance in Living (GAIL) 
program and the greater needs 
of its clients, stating the need 
for an assistant case manager. 
Turner recognized Greenbelt 
CARES, which includes GAIL, 
as a “model program.” 

Other citizens detailed unique 
aspects of life in Greenbelt: 
Doug Love described the As- 
tronomical Society of Greenbelt, 
stating that “astronomy unites 
us all.” Sylvia Lewis, repre- 
senting Greenbelt Homes Inc., 
explained the Greener Green- 
belt Initiative and its attempt 
to create a new vision for the 
city; and Herling announced the 
second International Festival, 
which has the intention to build 
a more inclusive community in 
Greenbelt.
